most ambitious air raids on Wednesday on the 
town of Tornea, at the head of the Gulf of 


Bothnia. 


Twenty aeroplanes are said to have bombed the out- 


skirts of the town; two were shot down. 


The 


railway bridge a few miles east of Tornea is said 


to be damaged. 


If this is so, the Finns-will be 


deprived of valuable means of supply from 


Sweden. 


This ratd raises the question of 
where the Soviet ‘planes came from. 
The nearest large Soviet town is 
‘Murmansk and the outward and home 
journey from Murmansk is 680 miles. 
From Leningrad, the round-trip 
would be one of nearly 1,000 miles. 

It is possible, however, that the 
Soviets have established temporary 
air bases on frozen lakes near their 
lines on the Central: Front. 

The Soviets have also bombed Oulu 
(Uleaborg), an important railway 
town on the Gulf of Bothnia, . some 
60 to 70 miles south of Tornea. It 
is also a railway centre. 


NEW PROGRAMME . 


These raids are believed to be part 
of a-néw Soviet plan to attack rail- 
ways and harbours In order to hinder 
foreign assistance to Finland. 


TANKS NOW PILLBOXES 


More details of 
routed the Soviets at Suomossalmi a 
few days ago became available yes- 
terday. 

The Finns had no - artillery 
available and so operated In small 
groups.

My. Justice Lindsell in the course 
of his judgment said: This is an ap- 
peal against an order made by Sir 
Atholl Macgregor, C.J., in these pro- 
ceedings directing the winding up of 
the Ching Kee Steam Navigation 
Company which is an unregistered 
company within the Companies Or- 
dinance, 1932, but is incorporated un- 
der the laws of the Republic of China 
with headquarters at Chefoo in the 
province of Shantung and has (or 
had) a branch affice in the Colony. 


GROUNDS OF PETITION 


The facts are fully set out in the 
fudgment of the court below and 
meed not be recapitulated. The ap- 
plication for winding up was based 
on three grounds, on each and all 
of which the learned Chief Justice 
held that the petitioners (the present 
respondents) were entitled to succeed. 
Those grounds were:— 

1. That there had been a winding 
ap order made by a Court of com- 
petent jurisdiction in the courtry in 
which the company was incorporated, 


———————- and, as-a- result- of - that- order,—— the 


corporate powers af the company had 
been destroyed in that country. 

2. That the company had in fact 
ceased to carry on business in the 
Colony. 

3. That it was just and equitable 
. that the company should be wound 
up since its substratum had disappear- 
ed and as a shipping concern it was 
quite unable to carry on legitimate 
business. 


NEW LINE OF ATTACK 


Each of these grounds has _ been 
assailed (as in the court below) by 
Mir. Sheldon on behalf of the appel- 
Yants but the spear-head of his at- 
tack has, with our permission, been 
mow directed along a new line and 
thas been aimed at the competency of 
fhe Chinese Court concerned to order 
the winding up of the Company. in 
China not so much on account of the

ENGLISH LAW 


Even if effective military occupation 
were indistinguishable from “de facto” 
sovereignty, there is the clearest pos- 
sible authority for the proposition 
that it is not for an English Court 
to declare that a state of “de facto” 
sovereignty exists or existed at any 
given time, unless it has received an 
authoritative communication to that 
effect from one of His Majesty’s 
Principal Secretaries of State (or in 
a Crown Colony from the Colonial 
Secretary). Recognition of “de facto” 
sovereignty is an Act of State, and 
it is only when each sovereignty is 
recognised by His Majesty the King 
as head of the State that his courts 
will give effect to the legal * rights 
that arise from the establishment 
thereof. In case of doubt, a court 
can apply to a Secretary of State for 
the necessary information. 

Here, although the appellants hold 
many more shares than do the re. 


spondents, the businessof the (Hong. 


Kong) branch cannot possibly be 
carried- on except to the “Jeopardy of 
the assets, or else under the control 
of Japanese agents fvhose appoint- 
ment as such was not only vold but 
illegal under the laws of China. 

For these reasons and for reasons 
given in the judgment. of the Court 
below, I am satisfied that the wind- 
ing up order herein was rightly made 
and that this appeal should be dis- 
missed with costs. . ; 


MR. JUSTICE FRASER’S FINDING

The deputation drew attention to a 
number of wage and salary increases 
by industrial concerns to meet the 
jncreased cost of living, and urged 
the establishment of a committee to 
elaborate a scheme of componsation 
for the Civil Service. 

Sir John Simon reaffirmed the 
Government policy of reviewing 
Civil Service pay In the light of 
substantial changes in the level 
of remuneration elsewhere, but 
referred to the enormous financial * 
strain in. consequences of the war 
and to the grave danger_of Infla- 
tion if wages were automatically 
adjusted to prices. 

While it is difficult to keep Civil 
Service wages .at the present level if 
prices continue to rise, the Govern- 
ment is doing everything in its power 
to prevent unnecessary rises in the 
cost of living. — Reuter.

Athenia incident. 

Misleading excerpts from United 
States press statements, which pur- 
port to represent intelligent forecasts 
of the Commission’s report, and which 
are made to appear favourable to th. 
well-known Ge man thesis, are given 
publicity In the obvious hope that 
they will be taken as the actual and 
final conclusions of the Commission. 

The implications of much of the 
German propaganda on this question 
is that the Commission's verdict has 
already been published. 

AN EXAMPLE 

An example of this propaganda is 
a passage in the Berlin . Boerzenzei- 
tung, cited in the Trans-Ocean wire- 
less news yesterday: “Nothing throws 
more light on England’s position in 
the Athenia case than the fact that 
faced with the results of the Ameri- 
can investigation it is unable to 
find the smallest argument in its own 
favour.” 

In similar vein is a clumsy = en- 
deavour to throw doubt on the in- 
tegrity of the Reuter agency, “Signi- 
ficant is the attempt of Reuters to 
weaken the Washington verdict,” a 
sentence which again implies that 
the report has been issued.

Insurance has had to be paid on 
some of these pictures and on the 
studio where we hold valuable mo- 
dern pictures and: some genuine an- 
clent ones deposited for assistance 
given. Such expenses can only be 
regavded as. frozen assets at present. 
By and large we have about a 
quarter of the sum originally given 
to us tled up by the war in Europe, 
and in consequence of this and the 
position of the use of our studio de- 
tailed below we are for the moment 
almost at the end of our resources. 
On our laying the position before 
Sir Robert Kotewall he intimated 
after consultation with others of the 
g-oup, that he himself and 
other donors were satisfied with the 
report of our work, and despite the 
heavy calls upon them at the pre- 
sent time some were willing to con- 
tribute again to our funds; but they 
considered that the Guild calls for 
much wider interest and support than 
that to be obtained from any small 
group of friends. If I would make a 
personal appecl I might be assured of 
immediate response from the group 
to head the list of contributions. A 
few months before the war in Europe 
began Mrs. L. Dunbar expressed the 
belief that many people in Hong- 
kong would be glad to contribute 
two dollars or 80 a month to enable 
us to begin a definite school of Art, 
and backed her own suggestion by 
generously subscribing for one year 
on this scale.

Two and a half years ago Sir An+ 
drew Caldecott, who had taken great 
interest in the Gulld as a centre of 
fellowship between artists, and 
especially of reciprocity between Eas- 
tern and Western Art, expressed the 
hope in his farewell addzess to the 
Colony that the Guild should not 
be allowed to die for waft of sup- 
port. At that time the lean hot 
months were ahead, when there 
would be few to use the co-operative 
studio, then in its second year; and 
a veritable exodus of workers and 
suoporters was taking place. Sir 
Robert nobly sponsored contributions 
from a group of twenty, several of 
whom were members of the Legisla- 
tive Council, to enable us to make 
good. But for this timely aid we 
should certainly have perished, as’ 
the Sino-Japanese war broke out 
almost immediately afterwards, and 
revolutionised the prospects and 
character of the Guild. Whereas 
originally we had arranged exhibi- 
tions to make known to the public, 
and to market, the work of indivi- 
dual artists, our exhibitions took on 
the character of charitles, being large- 
ly or in part in aid of Red Cross or 
other help for war victims, or to 
assist artists who were driven here 
jn numbers from all over China by 
the war. We raised thus many 
hundreds of dollars, 50 that had we 
been working for ourselves even 
with the modest ten per cent charged 
on sales effected through the Guild, 
and contributions from those wsing 
the studio, we could have keep go- 
ing and been enabled: to extend our 
scope, instead -of which we had to 
draw’ on our central fund month by 
month for deficit in working  e@X- 
penses.

and by sending & selection of their 
work to Europe and U.S.A. ‘via Mr.

_ SOME QUESTIONS 
) RAISED BY - 
REFEREES’ ASSN. 


(By “REFEREE”) 


MONG the business which will be discussed at the month- 
iA jy meeting of the Council of Hong Kong Football As- 


_sociation are some 


far-reaching proposals or suggestions by 


the Hong Kong Football Referees’ Association, which were 
decided upon at two of their fortnightly meetings. 


First proposal is that the rules of 
the League be altered so that First 
Division referees will be. paid $5 per 
game and not a sum of from $3 to 


Some years ago the finances of the Asso- 
.clation were in a bad state and among the 
economies contemplated was reduction of 
referees’ fees. At the time the Association 
could stand the $5 per match then being 
paid, but were uncertain of the future, and 
it was felt that the rules of the Association 
should then be altered so that a reduction | 
could be made in Referees’ fees without the 
.calling of an extraordinary meeting for this 
purpose. 

The Referees’ Association were assured 
‘by Football Association that when any re- 
.duction was necessary they would have 
ample notice,- and’ that-all First Division 
games refereed prior to that notice would 
ibe paid at the rate of $5 a match. 

Matters turned out better than anticipated 
and it was unnecessary in the succeeding 
years to reduce the fees. 

Referees, therefore, are assured of their 
-$3 per senior game and any alteration in 
sthe rules will not affect them for some time 
to come. . 

The second polnt is “that linesmen be ap- 
pointed to all Second Division games”. It 
is hardly reasonable to assume that referees 
-ere not able to control Second Division 
games capably without the assistance of 
- qualified linesmen. " 

INSUFFICIENT OFFICIALS 

At the present moment there are hardly 
, enough officials for the matches each week- 
end and appointment of Mnesmen.for Second

Division games would be difficult—a con- 
sideration which should be taken into ac- 
count—other than the need of same. Lines- 
men for junior games would cost Football 
Association a considcrable sum and Clubs 
so’ far have made no complaints about re- 
ferees not being assisted by appointed lincs- 
men, 

The Rules of the Association provide that 
each club in Second and Third Divisions 
shall provide efficient Unesmen to these 
games and more co-operation from clubs 
would perhaps satisfy the referees. 

Incidentally, linesmen are not requested 
{or Third Division games, and these are as 
difficult to control as Second Division games. 

The third suggestion is “that a member 
of the Referees’ Association be permitted to 
serve on the Referees’ sub-committee of the 
Association.” 

This suggestion will probably not receive 
much consideration. The rules covering re- 
ferees affiliated to the Association provide 
for a qualified refercee—a member of the 
council where possible—on the Referees sub- 
committee but give the committee, failing 
this, the power to co-opt a qualified referee 
on the committee but only for the purpose of 
carrying out the duties of the committee in 
regard to the examination of candidates. 

The above suggestions appear to have 
been made in good faith for the betterment 
of football and the better control of games 
but at a subsequent meeting more sug- 
gestions were put forward and these seem 
more in the manner of “grouses''. 

It was suggested that first-class referees 
be appointed only to First Division games, 
second-class referees to Second Division 
games and to First Division lines, while the 
third-class referees were to be confined to 
Third Division games and to First Division 
lines. 

Before golng any further it must be men- 
tioned that Navy and Army classify their 
referees according to their own rules but 
that does not necessarily mean that a re- 
feree in a low class is not able to control a 
higher division game in the local League. 

First Division referées have officiated at 
Third Division games and on the line and 
{t 4s certain that such appointments were 
not considered sifghts to thelr capabilities. 
Nor were the junior referees deprived of a 
game as these appointments were only made 
after all avallable referees had be allotted 
a match or line. 

If these xuggestions were followed it would 
mean that only five First Division referees 
would be seen in actlon each week and that 
in a fortnight's time all Second Division re- 
ferees would bé idie~—as the Second Division 
League will be completed by then. 

Only individuals to really benefit would be 
Third Division referees and as there are 
fewer of them than First and Second Divi- 
sion referees they would have an appoint- 
ment weekly, while their more capable 
brethren would be watching games. 

REFEREES CLUBHOUSE 

The Referees’ Association have secured 
the option of two pieces of ground in ‘the 
Valley for the erection of a club house. It 
is hoped that they will be successful in 
thein endeavours as the Club would serve as 
@ meeting place for lectures to players and 
spectators on football. 

It is proposed. to ask the Association to 
arrange a game for the Building Fund or to 
organise dances to raise the necessary 
funds. In'‘this connection it is better for 
them to get on with their dances as .it is 
feared that the Association will not be in a 
position to allot them a free date for’ such a 
match with the many postponed games this 
season. ; 

In connection with a request by Mr. Mit- 
chell, chairman of the Referees’ Association, 
to the Press to criticise all referees—favour- 
ably or unfavourably—he may be assured 
that any official who mishandles or shows 
marked partiality in any game will get his 


properly the tactful handling of difficult 
situations will always receive mention where 
possible. . ;
